mediately adjacent to the highway but occas- 
ionally are removed a short distance to take 
advantage of a particularly picturesque locale. Site 
326, for example, is 23 miles off Highway 36 
on the shore of Pinehurst Lake and Site 187 
is on the bank of a stream 11 miles from High- 
way 43, southwest of Whitecourt. These two are 
exceptional, however. In most cases when the 
campsite is removed from the highway the dist- 
ance from the main traffic is no more than two 





or three miles. 

The terrain in which the sites are located 
varies from prairie to craggy foothills country and 
from lakeshore settings to those located at water- 
falls or within hiking distance of falls. All camp- 
sites in the prov- 
ince are clearly 
indicated on the 
excellent Alberta 
road map which 
is updated each 
year by the De- 
partment of High- 
ways. 

In each case, 
the campsite was 
selected as being 
the most scenic in 
the area so that the visitor is assured of full

of guests from all over the world, not only 
during the summer months, but also for ski- 


ing and snow-shoeing excursions during the 
winter. 


Alberta’s hostels are all located within Jasper 
or Banff National Parks, with the exception of 
one at Nordegg and one in Elk Island Park. 


During July and August the hostels at Jasper 
and Banff National Parks have resident house 
parents, and are open from 5:30 p-m. daily. 
During the remainder of the year these and all 
hostels in the province are normally locked. 


Information on hostelling in Alberta, and 
directions on obtaining hostel keys, may be ob- 
tained at the Northwest Regional Office, 10922 - 
88 Avenue, Edmonton, or in Calgary at the 
Mountain Regional Office, 455 - 12th Street S.W.,

Several Interesting Highway Tours 
Offer Day-long Excursions for Albertans 


No MATTER WHAT HIS starting point, or 
where in Alberta his trip may end, the 
Alberta traveller will find fascinating day-time 
tours and side-trips which cost only a few miles 
of extra travel. Many of these trips are described 
in the Province of Alberta Official Road Map, but 
some are not quite so well known — or the 
tourist may originate his own “adventure tours”! 


Starting, for example, in Fort Macleod, he 
may travel west on Highway 3 into the Crowsnest 
Pass, enjoying many unique sights along the 
70-mile trip. A popular government campsite is 
located beside beautiful Lundbreck Falls, just 
west of Cowley. A few miles farther on is the 
Miniature Church, at Burmis. The structure is 
said to hold “20,000 worshippers, eight at a 
time”. An adjacent building houses a Bible 
Museum containing century-old religious print- 
ings. 


A great whitish scar, stretching down from a 
mountain peak, marks the devastation of the 
Frank Slide, spread across the landscape. The 
new road was built right over the rocks and 
rubble of that fateful night in 1903, when it is 
said men, women and children were buried 
there beneath the slide. 


Returning along Highway 3, the adventurous 
traveller may swing south at Bellevue or Burmis, 
travelling along a good gravel road through 
Beauvais Provincial Park. Highway campsites 
provide suitable and attractive stopping places 
for lunch. Join Highway 6 to turn north towards 
Pincher Creek and the tall-towered gas and 
sulphur plant there at the foot of the mountains. 
Soon after passing Pincher Creek, Highway 6 
rejoins Highway 3 for the balance of the trip 
back to Fort Macleod. 


From Calgary, a beautiful trip is south on 
Highway 2, along the “Avenue of Trees”, often 
called the “Burns Trail” in memory of Senator 
Patrick Burns, who had them planted. At the 
junction of Highway 22, the route swings west 
towards the mountains, through rich farmland 
to Priddis, Millarville, home of the famous July 
1 races, and on to Turner Valley, Alberta's 
original oilfields. Here was Dingman No. 1, the 
first oilwell which sparked the boom which has 
become Alberta’s prime industry, and the gas 
processing and adaine recovery plants which 
utilize the gas from the Turner Valley Field. 


From Turner Valley, the traveller heads east 
through Black Diamond, and along Highway 7 


through rolling ranch and rich grain country 
towards Okotoks, “The place of the big rock”. 
The big rock is located just off the highway, 
where it was deposited years ago by natural 
causes. 


Another delightful trip out of Calgary is 
one which leads west on the Trans-Canada High- 
way to the Bragg Creek turnoff, to swing south 
to Bragg Creek Provincial Park. Magnificent 
scenery, good fishing, a pleasant campsite pro- 
vide a pleasant day’s outing, with a return trip 
along a road dotted with pleasant ranches to 
Priddis and Highway 22, then east to Highway 
2 and north along the “Burns Trail” to Calgary. 


From Edmonton on Highway 16 east, drive 
through Elk Island Park, a distance of 30 miles 
from the city (keeping on the watch for the 
buffalo and other animals which inhabit the 
Park). About 20 miles farther on, the town of 
Mundare is a short mile off the main highway, 
location of the unique and fascinating Ukrainian

Across Alberta's Lakes and Down River Roulé

} f ONE OF THE many navigable and scenic rivers in 

Alberta, canoe owners can pack-up their camping gear and go off 
and rough it for days and even weeks on end. River paddling, clear of 
portages and wild rapids, being able to replenish dwindling supplies, dis- 
covering abandoned cabins and ferry landings, and being afforded a 
variety of scenic splendour, all add up to an adventurous and enjoyable 
canoe trip. The following river highways in Alberta are at present popular 
for canoe camping. 


1. The North Saskatchewan River, beginning at the junction of 
the Banff-Jasper highway and ending at the Alberta-Saskatchewan border 
(no portages). This river route cuts a scenic swath through the Rockies 
to Rocky Mountain House, Drayton Vallev, Edmonton, Fort Saskatchewan, 
Two Hills, Elk Point and eastward to the border. There are good fishing 
spots near Rocky Mountain House. A chain of campsites follow the river. 
Ft. Victoria Historical Site south of Smoky Lake, and Ft. Vermilion His- 
torical Site north of Vermilion are points of interest. There is white water 
canoeing between Nordegg and Rocky Mountain House on this route. 


2. The Athabasca River, beginning below Athabasca Falls in 
Jasper National Park and with suitable endings at Whitecourt, Smith or 
Athabasca (no portages). This river cuts through extensive wilderness 
areas to the north, so assured adequate supplies are of prime importance. 
Scenic beauty is unexcelled. There is white water canoeing from Athabasca 


Falls to Jasper. 


3. The Bow River, beginning at Banff and ending

FORESTBURG-—Battle River Station—Canadian 
Utilities Ltd. — Guided tours of this interesting 
thermal electric power station are conducted dur- 
ing the summer months. Visitors may also tour 
the Diplomat Coal Mine in the Forestburg area, 
where they will see one of the largest “walking 
drag line” shovels in North America. 


MORLEY — McDougall Memorial Church — Built 
in 1873 by Rey. John McDougall in Stoney and 
Blackfoot Indian country, school added in 1875. 


DRUMHELLER — No trip through southern 
Alberta would be complete without a visit to 
Drumheller, and the tour of the Dinosaur Trail, 
with stops at the Drumheller Museum, the huge 
life-size statue of Tyrannosaurus Rex at the edge 
of the city, the Homestead Museum, the “Little 
Church,” Horse Thief Canyon, the Dinosaur 
Graveyard, the Hoodoos, and the old mining 
towns in the area. 


LETHBRIDGE — The High Level Bridge — The 
longest and highest structure of its kind in 
Canada, this huge trestle bridge measures over a 
mile in length and rises 314 feet at its highest 
point, and is located on the Canadian Pacific 
Railway line between Lethbridge and Fort Mc- 
Leod. 

MEDICINE HAT — Pioneer Museum — A road- 
side museum located near the community tourist 
information booth on the Trans-Canada Highway 
displays furnishings of a typical southern Alberta 
pioneer home, as well as a fine collection of old 
firearms, saddles, lamps, clocks, and a replica 
of a Red River cart, and a section of Indian 
lore. 

WETASKIWIN — Western Canada Pioneer Mus- 
eum — The only one of its kind in Alberta, this 
museum contains a unique collection of trans- 
portation items, from stage coaches and horse- 
drawn hearses, to more “modern” automobiles 
and farm equipment of the early 20th Century. 
DRAYTON VALLEY — Brazeau Dam — Located 
95 miles southwest of Edmonton, this earth fill 
dam towers 203 feet above the original river bed. 
The powerhouse contains three of the largest 
turbines and generators in the world. 


HINTON — Pulp Mill — This modern plant, using 
300,000 cords of wood can turn out annually 
150,000 tons of the whitest and strongest pulp 
made. Visitors are invited to participate in 
regularly scheduled conducted tours, to view 
this mighty operation. Hinton is located 178 
miles west of Edmonton on Highway 16. e

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Provincial Parks Used 
By Millions of Albertans 


NLIMITED RECREATIONAL facilities are 

afforded by 44 Provincial Parks in Alberta. 
These parks are to be found in every portion 
of the province and no Albertan is more than an 
easy drive from his favorite outdoor fun. 


Some idea of the extent of the popularity 
of Alberta’s provincial parks can be found in the 
attendance figures, some four million visits a year. 
Each year sees an increase in attendance and 
brings newer and more extensive facilities. 


An informative booklet of Alberta Provincial

Alberta’s Lakes Able 
To Handle Twice The 
Number Of Fishermen 


ORE THAN 140,000 licenses are issued to 

anglers in Alberta each year, but due to 
the presence of a relatively large number of 
lakes that have only light angling pressure and an 
intensive trout stocking program being carried 
out on lakes and reservoirs, there would still be a 
full measure of enjoyment available to twice that 
many fishermen. There is‘ no closed season for 
angling and catch limits are liberal. The com- 
bination of these circumstances results in a situa- 
tion that offers Albertans a relaxing, inexpensive 
and fun-filled summer pastime. 


With over 12,000 miles of streams and rivers 
in Alberta, complemented by 6,500 square miles 
of lake surface, there is plenty of room for 
everyone. The cool waters of the western moun- 
tain and foothill regions provide angling oppor- 
tunities for trout, mountain whitefish and Arctic 
grayling. The waters in the remainder of the 
province yield pike, walleye, perch and some 
goldeye. 


To further enhance fishing possibilities for 
the weekend angler who is limited to shorter 
travel distances and more accessible fishing spots, 
many of the potholes left in the parkland and 
prairie areas by retreating glaciers have been 
stocked with rainbow trout. This highly success- 
ful program of introducing trout into these 
smaller bodies of water was begun by the Fish 
and Wildlife Branch in 1949. While the nature 
of the potholes has a discouraging effect on the 
natural reproduction of trout, the rapidity of 
the growth of the planted fish is phenomenal 
with the result that much very fine fishing is 
located close to main roads and highways. 


Any Canadian may purchase an angling 
license for three dollars and can receive with 
it free maps and information leaflets. The De- 
partment of Lands and Forests has issued a handy 
folder that includes a map of Alberta on which 
the habitat of the various species is indicated 
by colored legend. The folder also carries colored 
identifying pictures of the various species of 
fish to be found in Alberta along with informa- 
tion about the more effective techniques of 
catching each of the species. Children under 
sixteen years of age are not required to hold a 
license. e

Alberta is regarded as the last home of 
the dinosaur, and is therefore a treasure house 
of fossilized bone. Agatized dinosaur bone, best 
suited for jewellery and ornaments, can be found 
in good quantity along the Red Deer River be- 
tween the Morrin Bridge and Drumheller. 


Quartz, jasper, garnet, agate, chalcedony and 
carnelian are but a few of the many hundreds 
of different minerals found so far in the province. 
A few rather large specimens of green jade 
have been discovered near Hay River. 


Excavating for gravel along many of Al- 
berta’s rivers has opened up new sources of 
treasure for the rockhound. Gravel pits along 
the North Saskatchewan River contain a variety 
of petrified wood, highly prized by the lapidarian. 
Beautiful pieces of agatized and carbonized wood 
have been found, as has wood opal. 


Situated in a sedimentary basin only @ le 
hundred miles from the edge of the pre-cambrial 
shield, the lake land area of northeastern Albert 
offers unlimited scope for the rockhound. Whol 
countrysides possess an overlay of glacial If 
so that an impressive variety of igneous and metit 
morphic as well as sedimentary rocks are ¢xp%® 
in river banks, lake shores and gravel pits. 
yet few rock collectors have worked the distri 
but for those who visited the area around la 
La Biche rewarding finds of agate, cam” 
and other forms of chalcedony and garnets hg 
been made. Petrified wood may be picked 1 
and the supply of ornamental varieties of ae 
feldspar and granite suitable for lapidary ‘ 
seems unlimited.

Of Recreation Fun 


OR FAMILY FUN in the out-of-doors the 
lakes of Alberta are unmatched. From the 
melting snows of the western highlands joyous 
streams bound along through every portion of 
the province to brim a host of picturesque lakes. 


The following list of twenty-five lakes has 
been selected as a guide to typical facilities and 
activities available at Alberta lakes. It is not in- 
tended to be a complete list. There are scores of 
other lakes throughout the province which offer 
Albertans bright happy days of healthy outdoor 
pleasure. 


BEAUVAIS LAKE — A few miles southwest of 
Pincher Creek, has first class trout fishing. Located 
in Beauvais Provincial Park, it has beautiful 
scenery and picnic, camping and recreational 
facilities. 


BEAVER LAKE — Located two miles east of Lac 
La Biche, features both a government and com- 
mercial campsite, a concession, souvenirs dis- 
played in a quaint old sternwheeler, a good 
beach, good fishing for pike, pickerel and perch 
and some fair swimming. There are cabins, a 
boat launching ramp and boats for rent. It is 
a large lake with many islands. 


CALLING LAKE — 45 miles north of Athabasca, 
has excellent pike and walleye fishing while 
perch fishing is fair. There are two commercial 
campsites and a beautiful sandy beach. Some 
cabins for rent. 


CARDINAL LAKE — A few miles northwest of 
Grimshaw, offers beaches of fine, hard sand, a 
ball diamond, picnic facilities and good boating. 


CHAIN LAKES RESERVOIR — A newly formed 
lake 20 miles west of Nanton, is highly popular. 
It offers excellent angling, and ample room for 
water sports. 


CHESTERMERE LAKE — 15 miles east of 
Calgary provides excellent angling and boating, 
but is not suited to swimming. There are limited 
camping and picnic grounds. 


CHIN LAKES — A chain of lakes 20 miles east 
of Lethbridge with swimming beaches and good 
pike fishing. There are no camping facilities. 


COLD LAKE — 185 miles northeast from Ed- 
monton, has good swimming and boating, several 
sandy beaches and good pike and walleye fish- 
ing. There are boat launching facilities, boats, 
camping, cabins and hotel accommodation.

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ELKWATER LAKE — In Elkwater Provincial 
Park features very good pike and perch fishing, 
swimming and a marina. 


FLOATING STONE LAKE — Two miles east and 
seven miles north of Spedden, has a sandy 
beach, good swimming, camp grounds, cabins, 
boats and good fishing for pike, walleye and 
perch. 


GHOST RIVER RESERVOIR — Thirty miles 
west of Calgary is not ideal for swimming but 
there is limited fishing for lake trout. It is a 
popular boating area with some picnic and camp- 
ing facilities. 


GULL LAKE — Ten miles west of Lacombe, 
has several wide sandy beaches and camping 
and picnic facilities. Swimming and boating are 
good, Fishing is mainly for pike. 


LONG LAKE — 85 miles north from Edmonton, 
is an extremely well cared for family fun area. 
Fishing is for pike, perch and walleve with some 
tullibee, whitefish and burbot. Concession booth, 
roped off swimming area, boats and campground. 


MURIEL LAKE — Eight miles south of Bonny- 
ville is a complete resort with both a commercial 
and a government campsite, cabins, concession 
booth, boats and boat launching. Fishing is most- 
ly pike and perch. 


PARK LAKE — Twenty miles northwest of 
Lethbridge, has excellent boating and swimming. 
There is a campground with playground and 
bath houses. Some pike fishing but no boats 
for rent, 


PIGEON LAKE — Twenty-five miles west of 
Wetaskiwin, features four main beaches and a 
number of smaller nooks, The lake boasts all 
the amenities with cabins, campgrounds and 
boats. Swimming is excellent.
